II1. DISCUSSION OF LEGISLATION

Representative Terry Landry discussed the 24-hour rule for submitting amendments.

House Bill No. 208 by Representative Falconer

Representative Falconer presented House Bill No. 208, which revises provisions relative to the
construction management at risk project delivery method for certain public contracts.

Representative Terry Landry offered an amendment to reinstate present law which requires the

House and Senate transportation, highways and public works committee review and approve any
CMAR project.

Representative Terry Landry offered a motion to adopt the proposed amendment. Without objection,
the amendment was adopted by a vote of 11 yeas and 0 nays. Representatives Terry Landry, Brass,
Terry Brown, Carpenter, Steve Carter, Gisclair, Guinn, Howard, Pierre, Stefanski, and White voted
yea.

Representative Howard offered a motion to report House Bill No. 208 with amendments, to which
Representative Guinn objected. The secretary called the roll, and House Bill No. 208 was reported
with amendments by a vote of 10 yeas and 2 nays. Representatives Terry Landry, Brass, Terry
Brown, Carpenter, Steve Carter, Hall, Howard, Pierre, Stefanski, and White voted yea.
Representatives Gisclair and Guinn voted nay.

Without objection, action on House Bill No. 568 was voluntarily deferred by a vote of 12 yeas and
Onays.

House Bill No. 637 by Representative Hunter

Representative Hunter presented House Bill No. 637, which provides for reinstatement of driving
while intoxicated hardship license by court order.

Representative Terry Landry offered a technical amendment to House Bill No. 637. Representative
Terry Landry offered a motion to adopt the proposed amendment. Without objection, the
amendment was adopted by a vote of 12 yeas and 0 nays. Representatives Terry Landry, Brass,
Terry Brown, Carpenter, Steve Carter, Gisclair, Guinn, Hall, Howard, Pierre, Stefanski, and White
voted yea.

Representative Terry Landry offered a motion to voluntarily defer action on House Bill No. 637.
